Ttnlay 15,000 people 
were out to see an average card of six races run 
off. Favorites continue to fare badly. There was 
some ext'use for Tourenne’s failure to deliver dhe 
gtMNis in the opening race for two-year-olds. As In 
his preceding unprofitable effort be displayed pro- 
lU'Unced boring out tendenides and only the outside 
fence kept him from bolting the course in the last 
furlong. Miller on Botanist, making the most of 
his opponent’s costly error, took the shortest way 
home and won by a scant length. Eddie Ware, the 
top Weight, was a comfortable third. 

Incantation, with Miller up, was anchoreil at the 
post as the starter sent the field away iu the second 
ra<*e. The little j<M*key remarked later in the pad- 
dock that Incantation might as well have l>een tied 
to the fen«v, the man who held her stuck to his 
work so well. The frequency with which starter Dade 
is leaving ht^rses at the p<J8t is Iteginnlng to attract 
attention. Robin Hood, which was a short price*l 
favorite in this race, made a |MX>r showing fiw a 
horse of his reputation. The winner, Woo»lsaw’, 
ownetl by E. R. Thomas, received only mild support. 

To Miller’s alertness on Hot To<ldy, an 8 to 5 
favorite, in the mile condition race that followed 
was chiefly due the victory of the western horse 
i»ver Nemesis and First Premium. The latter was 
haudicaiMied with an outside position at the start. 
A better jockey might have been of considerable 
help to him. 

Davy .lohiison won a lot of money on Red Friar in 
the mile and an eighth handicap. The Dwyer 
horse’s sudden improvement occasioned (‘onsfderahle 
adverse cmnnient, levelled principally at Jack Mar 
tin, who rode him in his preceding races when he 
was lieaten away off. Dr. Rowell’s t’orii Blossom 
proved a “lemon” In this race, as did his other 
representative, Corrigan in the fifth, a selling affair 
at a mile and an eighth. Shawl’s superior skill en 
aided Tj-ron to get home in front of the poorly 
ridden favorite. Embarrassment. 

It seemed as if Knapp, on Baringo, caught Walter 
Miller on Revenue napping in the closing dash for 
tw'o-year-old fillies. W. L. Powers’ youngster made 
the running and had established a long lead, ap- 
pearing all over a winner In the stretch with her 
rider looking around.

The Brighton Junior does not rank among the long established fixtures of the American turf, itn first 
running taking place as recently as 1900. But from the outset its value was sufficient to give it respecta- 
ble standing among the leading events for two-year-olds and it now' ranks among those races solicitously 
regarded by the owners of each successive year’s array of crack youngsters. In Its first year It fell to 
James R. Keene’s great colt Commando and he carried It off again in 1904 wrlth the famous Sysonby. Once 
only has It fallen to the west — ^In 1901 — when T. C. McDowell’s fieet Allan-a-Dale triumphed over W. C. 
Whitney’s Goldsmith and A. Belmont’s Masterman. The record of its running is as follows:

— Matt J. Winn came here 
to<Ia.v from Louisville to ctmfer with Secretary Jolin 
Hachmeister, of Douglas Park, relative to the divi- 
sion of dates for fall racing at the liOuisville tracks. 
The ctmference produce*! nothing definite. “Of 
cmirse.” sjiid Mr. Winn, “tiie closing of Tjalonia 
w ill in a measure determine when racing will begin 
at the Falls City. Personally, I would like to see 
tlie racing starteil about Septeml»er 1 for a i>erit»d 
of thirty days, fifteen to each track. To me It 
matters little w’hetlier Churchill Downs begins first 
or last. Any arrangements that suit the Douglas 
Park management will suit me. If they want to 
race longer than fifteen days It will meet my ap- 
proval and we could alternate every two weeks.” 
A re<piest for an extension of the racing here 
will be presente*! to the Kentucky Racing Coui- 
mision sometime next week. The length of the 
pntposed extension has not been determined yet.

by year the average time of races improves, and 
thus more closely approximates a test on 
which reliance may be pla<*ed. There Is al- 
ways, however, the uncertainty as to whether 
ci>urses are correcfly measured. Those which 
are measured along the middle of the track 
are manifestly Incorrect, unless they are straight 
miles, for horses hugging the rails round the 
corners do not cover the full reputed distance. 
I cannot but think that there must be some pecu- 
liarity of this kind at Ascot, for it Is almost In- 
credible that Pradella can have really galloped two 
miles in 3 minutes 19 2-5 seconds with eight stone 
four pounds on her back. That she galloped tlie 
.\scot Stakes course In that time i.s absolutely 
certain, and the question is: is that course really 
two miles, measure*! some three or four feet from 
the rails? They Iwve for long run races In 
Australia with a view to time, and on turning to 
the records of the Melbourne Club (two miles), 
I find that, since the institution of that race in 
1861, the winner has on thirty-one occasions ex- 
ceeded 3 minutes 30 seconds in covering the course, 
and the fastest time in which it was ever done was 
by Carbine in 1890, whose record is 3 minutes 28 1-4 
seconds. This \\as a very remarkable performance, 
for Carbine carrle<l ten stone five pounds to victory, 
Iteing at the time five years old; but between that 
time and Pradella’s 3 minutes 19 2-5 seconds there 
is a vast difference, working out, roughly speaking, 
into at least l.">0 yards, for Pradella’s time meant 
12 7-16 seconds per furlong, if the reputed distance 
is really correct. I cannot but think under the 
circumstances that the Ascot measurements are 
> misleading. That Pradella’s race was a very fast 
one, but that she really cut S 3-5 seconds off the 
record I cannot bring myself to believe. There Is, 
as I have already stated, no question about the 
time having been correctly taken, for three watches 
(‘oim-ided exactly, and a fourth was only 1-5 second 
out. What I should like to have cleared up is the 
actual distance. Perhaps someone who knows will 
kindly favor us with the facts.

BEST THING THAT COULD POSSIBLY HAVE 
HAPPENED, SAYS HE. 



Everything Will Be Harmonious-Racing Will Take 
the High Standard That New Orleans Justi- 
fies — Sees Bright Future. 



Cincinnati, (>., July 27. — Debar, the three-year- 
old bay colt, by Algol — Sister, is the subject of 
litigation in the Coviugton courts between Thornton 
M(X)re, the owner, and William W(x>dard, the 
trainer. On .Monday last Moore entered suit in 
the Quarterly Court for possession of his colt. Yes 
terday Woodard secured from the Circuit Court an 
order restraining Moore from prosecuting his suit 
in the Quarterly Court and July 31 was set 
the date for hearing on the motion for a permanent 
injunction. WiHHiurd recites that on May 3, 1906, 
he entered into an agreement with owner Moore, 
by the terms of which he was to feed, care for, 
train and manage Debar during the year 1906; that 
he was to receive no (XMupensation for personal 
services, but for the expenditures for feed and care 
and necessary help in training and racing the horse 
he was to be reimbursed out of any purses or stakes 
won by him during the year 1906. He also avers 
that if Debar did not win a race the defendant, by 
the terms of the agreement, was to reimburse him 
for those necessary outlays. He further declares 
that, though I>ebur has not won a race since this 
agreement was made, he is showing improvement 
and stands a lietter chance to win than at any time 
since he has trained him. 



CASSIDY WILL START AT CITY PARK. 



“Vigilant” of the Loudon Sportsman descants upon 
the time test in that pajier. He says: “It has more 
than once been stated in this column tliat the time 
test Is not of much practical value where racehorses 
are concerned, ex(^pt to afford evidence as to 
whether a race was truly run or not, but It is obvi- 
ous that the nearer we approach to best possitde 
times the greater must be the value of the time 
t(*st. Formerly, when races were run at a slow pace 
for three parts of the distance, the time Iu which 
tliey were done was obviously of no sort of import- 
ance; but now, when in most cases a race Is a race 
from the raising of the barrier, we may rightly 
enough think more about the time than we used to 
do. Nothing iiuite explains away the fact that 
moderate platers often make excellent time, but 
tliat argument would tell equally against the timing 
of pedestrians. All sorts and classes of men run 
100 yards In 10 seconds and a fraction, and yet If 
they raced together some would evince Immense super- 
iority over others. It must be that the better class 
b(N'se or man gets bis adversaries demoralized before 
they have gone half way, and so from that point 
onward he has no occasion to pot on full pressure; 
but be that as it may, the subject of timing horse 
races becomes yearly more interesting, for year

New Orleans, La., July 27. — President S. F. Heas- 
lip. of the New Orleans Jockey Club, while dki- 
cussing the details of the peace agreement between 
the Crescent City Jockey Club and the New Or- 
leans Jockey CHub, expressed the belief that this 
agrc>ement would give to New Orleans the greatest 
winter racing in the history of the city. In place 
of each track having about 1,200 horses each to 
draw from, they would each draw from about 3,000 
horses. The every-day card would be of a higher 
quality, and the stake races should be the greatest 
the city could have ever dreamed of attracting. 
There would be a much larger attendance, and all 
the disagreeable features would be completely and 
permanently removed. There will no longer be the 
constant danger of legislation which would spoil 
racing in Ixmlslana, and there will no longer be . 
the free gates, with their accompanying evils. The 
New Orleans Jockey Club was always bitterly 
opposed to a free gate. 

During the last winter meeting Louis Oils, the 
leading spirit of the Crescent City Jockey (Jlub, 
showed a willingness to settle the differences, and 
last .May he came forward with a proposition. This 
was at the time the troubles over Douglas Park, 
Churchill Downs and Latonia were being dls<nissed. 

The New Orleans .Tockey Club never wanted more 
than an ec|ual division. It was this division which 
was asked for originally, and the refusal to grant 
this request was the real cause for Ihe organization 
of' the American Turf Association. 

During the time the Churchill Downs-Douglas 
Park discussion was on and Mr. Celia made hta 
offer, the matter was taken up by Joe Rhinock, Ed 
Corrigan and Mr. Heaslip. 

It was very promptly agreed that there should be 
no conflicting dates at Louisville, and Mr. Heaslip 
insisted that this should be extended to cover New 
Orleans. Mr. Celia gladly agreed, and that really 
settled the question as far as the future racing at 
this city was (concerned. 

Since then Mr. Heaslip, as president of the New 
Orleans Jockey Club, has urged that the dates be 
settled and all details of the agreement completed 
as rapidly as possible. 

With Messrs. Rhinock and Corrigan representing 
the City Park, he handled the dates for that insti- 
tution. while Mr. Celia looked after the Interests 
of the Fair Grounds. 

The schedule as ratified in New York, wa*s agreed 
upon by letter some weeks ago, and a request was 
sent for Mr. Heaslip to come on to New York to 
sign up. He did not see where his presence was 
necessary. He had been one of those who drew up 
the division of dates, and as Dave Barnes is tho 
official head of the City Park Jockey Club, which 
institution really manages the meeting at the New 
Orleans Jockey Club’s track, he suggested that Mr. 
Barnes should go north. 

Mr. Barnes signed for the City Park, while Louis 
Celia, who controls a great part of the stock of the 
Fair Grounds, had Mr. Renaud sign for that track, 
while Joe Rhinock, representing the American 
Turf Association, and Louis Celia, of the Western 
Jockey Club, signed the document as witnesses. 

Mr. Heaslip added that he was greatly pleased 
with the settlement. The very best thing that 
could possibly happen for winter racing in New 
Orleans has been a<H*omplished. The sport will 
take the high standard the city justifies. The ab- 
sence of opposition will advance the standard of 
management of the tracks, beyond a doubt, for there 
will not be the general and Indiscriminate distribu- 
tion of free transportation. In this way the meeting 
will be wonderfully improved, and in the classes of 
horses there should be no comparison between th© 
coming winter and any previous years. 

The big stake races at both tracks this winter 
should compare most favorably with any races in 
the country, with possibly th© exception of th© 
great national events. He looks for a wonderfiillj 
successful season in every respect, a race meeting of 
which any city in the (country might be proud. 

A year ago it looked very much as if the racing 
troubles in this city would become a thing of th© 
past. Alel Brewster, on that occasion, was ap- 
pointed a committee of one to meet a committee 
from the New' Orleans Jockey Club and draw up an 
agreement based upon an equal division of racing 
dates. Owing to the absence frean the city of th© 
attorney who was to actually draw up the docu- 
ment, there was a delay. Pending his return 

Instructions came to Mr. Brewster to hold off. Louis 
Celia then became a large stockholder in tho 
CYescent City Jockey Club and the Fair Grounds 
raced another season In opposition to the City Park. 
Now, through the willingness of Mr. Celia to com© 
half-w'ay, all the ’racetrack war has been burled, 
and. on a basis of harmony and equal shares. New 
Orleans racing w'ill start fresh in the falL
